PARIS (AP) - The Viet Cong 


offered special prote'ction and 
unstated rewards today to U.S. 
antiwar servicemen in Vietnam 
who cross over to its lines out of 
sympathy for the Communist 
cause. 


The offer was a new attempt 


to stir rebellion among U.S. 
forces. It was contained in an 
order of the day issued to all 
"South Vietnam People's Liber- 
ation Armed Forces" and was 
distributed here by the Viet 
Cong delegation to the Paris 
peace talks. 


This order instructed all Viet 


Cong troops in South Vietnam 
not to fire on surrendering or 
deserting 
American soldiers, 


but to give them "good treat- 
ment. .. aid and protection.'" 


It promised a special welcome 


and "appropriate rewards" to 
U.S. soldiers or unts who sup- 
port the Viet Cong. It did not 
spell out what the rewards 
would be. Americans who sur- 
render while carrying antiwar 
literature or who can point to an 
antiwar record were also sin- 
gled out for special treatment.

Gaylord Nelson, has attained 
virtually sacrosanct status as it 
has permitted the State Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources to 
embark upon the most aggres- 
sive recreational land acquisi- 
tion and development program 
of any state in this part of the 
country. The department has 


more positive state land policy. 


"Unfortunately, exploitation of 


our limited land resources and 
destruction of W i s c o n s i n ' s 
unique ecological and recrea 
tional lands still continues, be- 
cause we lack the means to 
protect land resources on a 
statewide basis," he observed.

Nationalist China's One-Time 
Financier, T. V. Soong, Dies 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Dr. 


T. V. Soong, for many years the 
financial brains of the Chinese 
Nationalist government and a 
trusted troubleshooter for Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, is 
dead at 77.

Canton and the* Bank of China, 
and by the time his brother-in- 
law, Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek, assumed power in 1927, 
Soong was — along with another 
brother-in-law, and Shansi bank- 
er Dr. H. H. Kung — available

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Losses Heavy in Enemy s 
Raids in South Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) — The enemy 


doubled his attacks in South 
Vietnam over the weekend and 
inflicted heavy losses on the' 
South Vietnamese and their 
American allies. One a t t a c k 
early today wrecked the biggest 
ammunition dump in the central 
part of the country for the third 
time since January. 


Communiques and field re- 


ports said at least 49 South Viet- 
namese were killed, 168 were 
wounded and more than 100 
houses were destroyed in at- 
tacks since Saturday. The cas- 
ualties included five civilians 
killed and 56 wounded. 


The U.S. Command reported 


seven Americans killed, three 
missing, and 60 wounded. Two 
U.S. heavy duty bulldozers, two 
Sheridan tanks, one armored 
personnel carrier, a UH1 heli- 
copter and an F4 Phantom 
fighter-bomber were lost. 


Only 54 North Vietnamese 


were reported killed. 


The attacks were concentrat- 


ed in the Mekong delta south of 
Saigon and along a 300-mile 
stretch of the coastal lowlands 
from Cam Ranh to Da Nang.

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Adding to the Confusion on Abortion 


If there is one thing recent Supreme 


Court rulings and non-rulings on 
abortion have done it- is to confuse 


- the issue even more. 


When the court set aside the federal 


" judge panel's decision that Wisconsin's 
' law was unconstitutional it was 
: assumed, at least by some in the state, 
that this meant that doctors could be 
. prosecuted for performing abortions 
unless they determined, according to 
state law, that the operation was 
necessary to "save the life of the 
mother."The clinic in Madison was shut 
down and equipment impounded. 


But Wednesday the Supreme Court 


ruled on the law in the District of 
Columbia which had been declared 
unconstitutional by a federal judge two 
years ago because he said it was vague. 
The D.C. law prohibits abortion "unless 
the same were done as necessary for the 
preservation of the mother's life • or 
health." While the Court also ruled that 
doctors could be prosecuted for per- 
forming abortions when the needs did. 
not conform to this law, it put the burden 
of proof upon the prosecution rather than 


- upon the defense, obviously making such 
prosecution more difficult. The "health" 
of the mother, mental or physical, is 
difficult indeed for a layman to deter- 
mine. It can be damaged by too much 
stress, such as another child or an 
illegitimate child might cause. 


The confusion over this decision is not 


limited to non-lawyers or non-justices. 
Justice Potter Stewart, who filed a 
. partial dissent, said that he read the law 
as completely protecting licensed 
physicians from ever being prosecuted 


- for performing a medical abortion, and 


the other dissenter, William Douglas, 
concurred that the "preservation of 
health" could become a "free wheeling 
concept" and that the law ought to" be 
rewritten more clearly. Justice Black, 
voting with the majority, found no 
vagueness and said doctors routinely 
must make a decision about the patient's 
physical or mental health whenever • 
surgery is considered. There is nothing 
in the law that spells out whether ths 
restrictions are for physical or mental , 
reasons. 


So where does that leave Wisconsin 


residents? Our law would seem to be 
more restrictive and it also requires the 
decision of two physicians. But nowhere 
are there guidelines as to exactly how to 
determine whether the mother's life is in 
danger, whether this means actual 
physical danger from carrying a child to 
term or giving birth or whether abortion 
is permissible if she threatens suicide or 
if two physicians feel she is so close to 
the ragged edge that another child might 
push her over into a mentally disturbed 
abyss where suicide is possible. Again 
there is the problem of where the burden 
of proof lies. Must a doctor convince a 
court that the woman's life "was 
threatened or must a prosecutor prove 
that it wasn't? 


The latest decision once again em- 


phasizes the need for a national decision 
on this problem. Individuals and 
religious denominations may be able to* 
determine for themselves or their 
members when life as a human being 
begins and therefore when or if abortion 
is murder. But it is getting more and 
more difficult for the state to do so and 
the Supreme Court so far hasn't helped 
very much.

Editorially Formosan newspapers, 


which must reflect the Nationalist 
viewpoint almost as much as the 
mainland ones must follow the line of 
Peking, charged that the real intent was 
to turn.-the United States against its 
••"staunchest friend and ally in the 
world — the Republic of China," that it 
was just another dirty trick "to fool the 
free world" and a plot "to undermine the 
United States from inside." 


The Chinese Information Service 


: from Taipei also protested what it 
. claimed was the American suggestion to 
. the Pacific Gulf Corporation that it 
; remove its research vessel from the 
• East China Sea where apparently it was 
assisting the Republic of- China, in ex- 
ploring the possibilities of 
the 


development of petroleum deposits. The 
China News, probably the largest 
newspaper on Taiwan and with the 
greatest overseas Chinese'circulation, 
protested that "Washington has shown 
unseemly caution in its interference with 
off shore petroleum exploration of the 
Republic of China," a rather unique 
switching around of position since it 
would seem that the presence of an 
American owned research vessel would 
constitute the interference rather than 
its withdrawal. Presumably the 
arrangement was a private business one 
with Pacific Gulf. It was further claimed 
that the action in Washington came 
because it feared another Pueblo in- 


cident and part of what seems "to have 
become U.S. insistence on backing away 
from anything which might give the 
Chinese Reds the slightest affront." 


No one can blame the Nationalists 


from protesting. The depth of hatred 
between the Nationalists and Com- 
munists is deep. When even today, more 
than a hundred years later, some 
southerners mean it "when they say 
damn Yankee, we can somewhat un-: 
derstand. 


The China News editorial does not 


explain where the research has been 
going on. The-East China Sea lies be- 
tween Japan and Taiwan but also bor- 
ders-mainland China. Different nations 
claim different jurisdictions of territo-* 
rial waters. Obviously extreme care in 
such research, if the United States is 
concerned publicly or privately, must 
be taken not to infringe upon waters 
claimed by another nation. There is no 
international 
agreement on' the 


distances and there seems little 
likelihood that there will be in the near 
future since the claims run all the way 
from three miles to two hundred. 


Of-interest is the statement that the 


Republic of China has "the ability to 
protect those who are carrying out the 
research. If the United States cannot use 
its armed forces to safeguard a private 
' ship under contract to another state, the 
ROC certainly can." 


Perhaps. But if the crew of a private 


American ship were to be seized by the 
Chinese, tensions would mount once 
again. Maybe there is too much caution' 
in Washington on this particular episode. 
But the breakthrough of the ping pong 
team is the real reason the Nationalists 
are publicly upset and they can't really 
be blamed.

Committee is expected to com- 
plete action this week, probably 
Tuesday, on a bill extending the 
draft and eliminating future de- 
ferments for college students. 


Its version would permit cur- 


rent undergraduates -to keep 
their deferments until their four 
years of college are completed. 


The House already has ap- 


proved extending the draft for 
two years past its June 30 expi- 
ration date. Senate debate is 
due in about two weeks. 


Easy Path 


Mansfield said the legislation 


has faced a comparatively easy 
path so far but "This time I 
think it will encounter serious 
opposition." 


He said the effort against the 


bill will center first on an at- 
tempt to end the Selective Ser- 
vice System altogether, and 
then, more seriously, on an ef- 
fort to limit extension to one 
year. 


In addition. Mansfield said, 


the issue of drafting men for 
service in South Vietnam ap- 
pears certain to become part of 
the debate. 


"At least one half and proba- 


bly more of the casualties have 
been draftees," Mansfield said. 


Large Controversy 


Such a development could em- 


broil the draft issue in the larg- 
er Senate controversy over the 
war itself. Action is due later on 
legislation to forbid U.S. spend- 
ing for the conflict after the end 
of this year. 


Mansfield said he intends to 


vote against any extension. "I 
have never voted for a draft 
bill, and I don't intend to vote 
for this one," he said.

draft and the substitution of a 
all-volunteer armed force.

"I cannot stress too strongly 


the profound weakening of our 
social fiber, the undermining of 
the individual's faith in his gov- 
ernment and his hope for the fu- 
ture the military draft incul- 
cates," Hatfield said.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 


Like many young professional 
women, D r. Helen Smits 
thinks the Women's Liberation 
Movement is a healthy thing. 
But rather than express her 
feelings with outbursts of 
emotion. Dr. Smits has gone 
her own way and made a 
small but noteworthy contri- 
bution to the feminists. 


Since last June. Dr. Smits 


has been chief resident in 
medicine at the University of 
Pennsylvania Hospital, where 
she is in charge of 26 interns. 
24 first-year residents and 15 
s e c o n d year residents—all 
men. 


So far, Dr. Smits—the first 


women chief resident in medi- 
cine in the hospital's 100-year 
history—has encountered no 
trouble from the males she 
oversees. 


"Some of them were uncom- 


fortable about the idea at 
first," she said. "But most 
people in the field of medicine 
are mature enough to see that 
many arguments proposed by 
the feminist movement- are 
legitimate. 


"Big social changes are 


taking place as far as women 
are concerned." she added. 
"The result will be that 
women will have to make big 
adjustments. The important 
thing will be just as much to 
change w o m e n 's attitudes 
about themselves as to change 
men's attitudes." 


It wasn't with the thought of 


changing attitudes that Dr. 
Smits entered the male-domi- 
nated medical fiald. Rather, 
she simply "wanted to do 
something more practical" 
than her degrees in English 
literature from Swarthmore 
and Yale had enabled her to 
do. 


She rekindled an interest in 


the natural sciences that she 


had nurtured through high 
school, and enrolled in some 
science courses at Harvard. 
Then it was back to Yale, this 
time to medical school, from 
which she graduated in 1967. - 


Dr. Smits then interned at 


the University of Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital and a year 
later became an

resident there. Last year was

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Catholic Panel 
Has Results of 
Schools Study 


Statewide Research 
Shows Cost Rise 
Due to Salary Hikes 


MADISON — The most exten- 


sive statewide study of Catholic 
elementary and s e c o n d a r y 
schools ever conducted, with 
results that aren't surprising 
but are now finally down on 
paper, has been released by the 
Education Commission of the 
Wisconsin Catholic Conference. 


The study included more than 


99 per cent of the schools in the 
state with only three elemen- 
tary schools not responding to 
the-questionnaire. 


It was based on returns from 


464 elementary and 46 sec- 
ondary schools answering ques- 
tions on enrollments, staffing, 
operating income and expenses. 


One major category, as can 


be expected, was costs. The 
results that, due mostly to the 
hike in teacher salaries, they 
have skyrocketed, resulting in 
sharp tuition increases. 


On the elementary level, sal- 


aries increased 11 per cent over 
the past year and tuition, 14.4 
per cent. Tuition on the high 
school level went up by 7.6 per 
cent. 


The survey also showed that 


for the' first time there are 
more lay teachers than sisters, 
priests and'brothers. 


However, it was pointed out 


that this use of religious teach- 
ers saved the elementary 
schools an estimated $8.134 mil- 
lion ($64 per student) and about 
$5.4 million ($220 per student) 
on the secondary, level. On this 
level there still are more re- 
ligious teachers (58 per cent) 
than lay. .

"The friendliness of the 


American people. Everywhere 
we went, people said, 'We 
may not agree with what your 
government stands for. but we 
really like Chinese food.' " 


"Comrade Lo Sing. Did you 


find the American people well- 
clothed?" 


"The older people seemed 


to have enough clothes, but 
the young' people were very 
poor1. All the young people we 
saw had torn pants, dirty 
sweat shirts and none of them 
had any shoes. Our translator 
said that the young people in 
America preferred to dress 
this way, but we knew this 
was capitalistic propaganda. 
Why would people who could 
afford it walk around in their 
bare feet?" 


Comrade Bu Wong. Did the 


Americans let you see every- 
thing you asked to see?" 


"No they didn't. They were 


very careful to let us see only 
the things they wanted us to 
see. For e x a m p l e , they 
wouldn't let us see Los 
Angeles." 


"What re a s o n did they 


give?', 


"They said no one could see

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Would

When you say you want your 
nose "straightened," is it be- 
cause of breathing difficulties? 
To repair the results of an 
injury? Or because you don't 
like the shape of your nose? 


In the first two cases, health 


Insurance can cover the cost; if 
it's purely a matter of appear- 
ance, then ordinarily insurance 
will not apply and you'll usually 
have to pay the cost yourself. 


Cost ^yi!l vary according to 


what has to be done, but to get 
the best results there has to be 
preparation in advance — pho- 
tographs or sketches to indicate 
how the face will look after the 
nose has been altered. 


The operation-itself-has to be 


done in the hospital, and a 
certain amount of aftercare is 
necessary, so all that, plus a 
fairly short time in the hospital, 
means a cost of some hundreds 
of dollars. If you are seriously 
contemplating such work, dis- 
cuss it with a plastic surgeon, 
and he can give you a pretty 
good estimate of cost plus an 
estimate of how long you will be 
off work.

ed by a city, Bradley said, and 
instead put the decision in the 


request for annexation, even if 
these people (in the unincor- 
porated area) want it, but under 
no condition could it force these 
people to go into a city." 


Won't Dilute Bill 


Ellis said this wouldn't dilute 


the bill, but would maintain the 
review board's authority to co- 
ordinate and bring order to 
annexation policy throughout 
the state. 


He said it would "bring order] 


to annexations, bring reason to' 
annexations, but would also 
preserve something that is still 
very sacred to the individual: 
Ms right to determine where he 
wants to live." 


Steinhilber, who served on the

committees are responsible for 
operating the various depart- 
ments, they should check any 
payments. Supposedly, the work 
is authorized by them. 


Brandt referred to the reality 


of the situation. He is a mem- 
ber of the social services board, 
and once a month spends half a 
day doing the voucher shuffle. 
Most of the bills are from social 
workers for such routine things 
as mileage and overtime.' Un- 
less there is a gross mathema- 
tical ^rror, the supervisors can't 
know the significance of every 
nickel-dime bill.

The 
Veterans Service Commission 
easily manages it and its $28,000 
yearly budget with small-busi- 
ness methods.

Catholic Panel 


Has Results of 
Schools Study 


Statewide Research 
Shows Cost Rise 
Due to Salary Hikes 


MADISON — The most exten- 


sive statewide study of Catholic 
elementary and s e c o n d a r y 
schools ever contacted, with 
results that aren't surprising 
but are now finally down on 
paper, has been-released by the 
Education Commission of the 
Wisconsin Catholic Conference. 


The study included more than 


93 per cent of the schools in the 
state with only three elemen- 
tary schools not responding to 
the questionnaire. 


It was based on returns from 


464 elementary and 46 sec- 
ondary schools answering ques- 
tions on enrollments, staffing, 
operating income and expenses. 


One major category, as can 


be expected, was costs. The 
results that, due mostly to the 
hike in feacher salaries, they 
have skyrocketed, resulting in 
sharp tuition increases. 


On the elementary level, sal- 


aries increased 11 per cent over 
the past year and tuition, 14.4 
per cent. Tuition on the high 
school level went up by 7.6 per 
cent. 


The survey also showed that 


for the first time there are 
more lay teachers than sisters, 
priests and brothers. 


However, it was pointed out 


that this use of religious teach- 
ers s a v e d the elementary 
schools an estimated $8.134 mil- 
lion (S64 per student) and about 
$5.4 million ($220 per student) 
on the secondary level. On this 
level there still are more re- 
ligious teachers (58 per cent) 
than lay. 


Other results: 
— In elementary school 60 per 


cent of the teachers have at 
least a bachelors degree and 9 
per cent, a masters. On the 
secondary level, 99 per cent 
held bachelor's degrees and 50 
per cent, masters and more. 


— All elementary schools are 


coeducational, with a total en- 
rollment of 127.882. On the high 
school level half are coeduca- 
tional with an enrollment of 
24.735. 


— Of the June 1970 elemen- 


tary graduates 5.718 (34 per 
cent) were enrolled in Catholic 
high schools and 2.5 per cent in 
schools for religious vocational 
training. 


— Nearly 80 per cent of 


Catholic high school graduates 
went on to further education. 


— The majority of elementary 


schools (53.8 per cent) are in 
small towns or rural areas. 
Only 10 per cent are in suburbs 
and 31 per cent are in urban 
sections. 


Most parents of elementary 


pupils had an annual family 
income of from $5.000 to $9,000 
(43.9 per cent) while 12.3 per 
cent were under $5.000. The 
annual income of high school 
students was almost equally 
divided above and below $10,000. 


— About 72 per cent of the 


schools shared in some public 
health services. About 60 per 
cent received books and peri- 
odicals for instructional aids 
through the federal government. 


— More than 92 per cent of 


the elementary and all of the 
high schools have centralized 
libraries, and 739 per cent of 
the high schools have language 
laboratories.
